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* President John F. Kennedy is already finding himself a man ‘on the 


spot” after being in office only a few days. Critics are hinting that his 
Administration is going to tighten up on information the government 
plans to make public. Case in point: The “muzzle” put on the two 
RB-47 fliers recently freed by the Russians after languishing in prison 
for seven months. It is understood Kennedy personally ordered the two 
airmen not to talk to anybody about the circumstances surrounding their 
release. ... A lot of people are wondering. ... Whatever Kennedy did, 
however, he made a “hit” with the public, for he certainly got action. 
Just on what terms probably won't be known for some time. ... 


* Pressure groups are already pounding on the White House door. 
A southern bi-racial organization is urging Kennedy to publicly declare 
his own views on desegregation and take executive action to “carry 
the country far toward good race relations.” Southern Regional Council 
urges appointment of a presidential adviser on racial matters. . 


* The new president seems capable of standing up under criticism and 
pressures, however. He seems almost cocky in his self-assurance that 
he is the medicine this country needs for the next eight years. ... He is 
calling for a nation of “minute men: citizens who are not only prepared 
to take up arms, but citizens who regard the preservation of freedom 
as a basic purpose of their daily life and who are willing to consciously 
work and sacrifice for that freedom... Such good and _ patriotic 
“speeches” brought congratulations from West Germany, which praised 
Kennedy's ‘first week’ in the White House. ... 


* While six American citizens languished in jail in Havana awaiting 
their fate, a Castro foe in U.S. says Fidel is unable to take a single 
action without first clearing it with Russia. Cuba is under the iron-clad 
rule of the Reds through the Soviet Embassy in Havana, says Sergio Rojas 
Santamarina, now a leader of anti-Castro forces in this country. ‘Castro 
has become the most deadly weapon the Soviet Union has in this 
hemisphere,” says Santamarina. He feels Russia will sacrifice Castro 
if necessary in order to attain its goals in this hemisphere. 


* More on Castro: According to one reliable source, Khrushchev may 
have decided to “bench” Castro for amateurish ball-handling. “The 
Cuban dictator is being benched because the gains he scored for Com- 
munism in Central and South America were exceeded by heavy losses 
in Red influence and prestige,” this New York source writes. It is re 
ported that Castro’s activities have led to wholesale arrests of Com- 
munist agents, seizure of important decuments and exposure of Com- 
munist operations in several countries. ... What is likely to happen is 
that Khrushchev will move in Kremlin-trained, hardcore agents to take 
over operations. .. 


* Congress appears to have a chip on its shoulder and it is letting 
President Kennedy know now that it won't be willing to accept every- 
thing he wants to shove its way. ... Opposition, more of it than was 
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expected before Kennedy took office, seems to be rising as the 87th 
Congress gets down to business, even though the Administration won its 

int on the House Rules Committee. Hot. potatoes this session: fed- 
eral aid to schools, increased medical benefits for old people within 
the Social Security System, more foreign aid, assistance for small bus- 
inesses. These things seem sure to pass, in some form, during this 
session of the Congress. Doubtful, however, are such proposals as: A 
raise in the federal tax on gasoline, higher postage rates for first- 
class mail, intensified efforts to stop the flow of gold. Next session, 
perhaps, but not now. ... 


¢ Adlai Stevenson, new ambassador to the United Nations, is now on 
the job. Already Adlai, former Democratic governor of Illinois, is asking 
for an increase in the size of the U.S. staff in the U.N. He points out that 
the work load has increased, but not the number of people to do the 
work. ... Strategy of those working to get Red China into the U.N is 
becoming more apparent. The Chinese Reds may have to be “let in,” 
they say, because if we don’t yield on this point, the minority nations, 
which now carry a powerful big stick, could swing it for Red China and 
cause us to lose face. ... 


* Kennedy appointee, Abram Chayes, legal adviser to the State De- 
partment, declared that the Kennedy Administration will press for re- 
peal of an United States veto over jurisdiction of the World Court. He 
stated: “There will be some considerable action to get repeal of the 
Connally reservation in this administration.” Observers feel that the ad- 
ministration will succeed, despite strong opposition. It means, of course, 
among other things, that the United States could be hauled up before 
the World Court on our rights to the Guantanamo Naval Base in Cuba 
and to the Panama Canal. ... 


* Next hot-spot in Latin America could be Bolivia, a country known 
for its persecution of Protestants. The Bolivian economy has been in 
trouble for a number of years and the Reds pick such countries in order 
to get a toe hold. Bolivia has been angling for more U.S. aid. lis economy 
is lopsided, in that it depends heavily on its income from tin. ... Khrush- 
chev has offered Bolivia $150-million to build a new tin smelter. This 
could be the beginning of trouble. ... 


* A note of warming about U. S. leadership was raised by the Philippine 
ambassador to the United States, Gen. Carlos P. Romulo. Speaking to a 
luncheon group in Oklahoma City, he said America’s ability to maintain 
world leadership is under suspicion because of the advances being made 
in the cold war by Soviet Russia. ... Russia now dominates 900 million 
people, Romulo stated, and all this from a standing start 15 years ago. 
“The important thing,” he declared, “is that your country has not suc- 
ceeded in making the Soviets recede one inch from her ill-gotten gains 
in all that period.” ...Rumulo observed that America's leadership has 
been seriously challenged. “Your Monroe Doctrine has been breached,” 
he said. 


* Columbia Broadcasting Company's decision to cancel a dramatic 
program dealing with Communist spying in this country was considered 
by many Americans as an act of appeasement and voluntary censor- 
ship that sets a dangerous precedent. ... The network's decision was 
prompted by a desire not to detract in any way from recent “friendly” 
developments in the diplomatic relationship between the U. S. and the 
Soviet Union. Many feel that such surrender is out of line with the prin- 
ciples of free speech and comes at a time when the people need to 
be alerted to the dangers that face them. Is this the first step toward 
making TV drama subordinate to political considerations?

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An Injustice 
To Parents

S A VETERAN of World War II, as an 

airplane pilot who has logged a 
good many hours and as a _ business- 
man, I am not easily shocked. 


Not long ago, however. I was both 
shocked and alarmed. 


On page 83 of the June 1960 Par- 
ents’ Magazine, there appeared an ad- 
vertisement with almost a full page pic- 
ture of a bright-eyed little boy ... and 
beneath it these words: “Two unques- 
tioning eyes. Wherever they look, they 
learn. Whatever they behold. they 
believe in. Two shining reasons for 
every father to exercise judgment, wis- 
dom, and moderation in all things... 
including the use of the products we 
sell.” 


The advertisement was sponsored by 
the House of Seagram, distillers since 
1857. 


Of course, despite all the touching 
framework of reference, the advertise- 
ment had but one underlying message: 
to sell parents on moderation, not absti- 
nence, for moderation sells liquor.

It seems almost incredible that a 
magazine with the reputation of this 
one, which is regarded as an authority 
on child care. now accepts liquor adver- 
tisements. 


I can’t think of any two interests 
more inimical to one another than Par- 
ents’ Magazine and the liquor industry. 
The acceptance of a whiskey advertise- 
ment by the magazine, in my opinion, 
tends to nullify its effect for good in 
the home. 


On page 28 of the same issue, under 
the heading, “Parents’ Magazine’s Ad- 
vertising Standards,” I find these 
words: “Parents’ Magazine publishes 
the advertisements only of products and 
services which it believes to be suit- 
able for families with children.” 


I don’t believe that I have ever seen 
a greater contradiction of purposes. 
Parents’ Magazine circulates almost two

million copies. It has a direct and in- 
direct influence upon millions of homes. 
By allowing this “message” from the 
House of Seagram to appear in its 
pages, it has done irreparable harm. 


I think that, upon reflection, par- 
ents will be outraged. 


How do you explain it? To my way 
of thinking, there is only one explana- 
tion — greed. 

I maintain that “the use of the House 
of Seagram products” is not “suitable 
for families with children” or without. 
And when a magazine of this reputation 
propagates a message of liquor modera- 
tion, I think it is time to take stock.

Parents’ Magazine is planting the 
seed for an awful harvest. 


A Cleveland, Ohio, coroner declares 
that the moderate drinker is more of a 
problem than most people think. 


“During the twelve years I’ve been 
coroner of Cuyahoga County,” says Dr. 
Samuel R. Gerber of Cleveland, Ohio. 
“I have investigated officially more 
than 27,000 deaths from violence and 
other causes. Therefore I have had am- 
ple opportunity to observe and study 
the part alcohol plays in such deaths. 
I realize that the chronic alcoholic is 
a grave national health problem. But 
my study and experience convince me 
that the so-called ‘moderate’ drinker 
is a graver problem — at least as far 
as accidents are concerned.” 


Drinking, whether chronic or moder- 
ate, forms one of the worst and largest 
problems of American society today. 
Alcoholism has more direct and indi- 
rect victims, lasts longer, more dra- 
matically impairs the very structure of 
society and entails enormously greater 
costs than most of the other ills. 


Along with the savings in human 
lives, Americans would save almost $2- 
billion a year on their automobile in- 
surance bills if drunken drivers were 
banned from the highways.

Bible: “The Bible is the work of 
members of the church, and didn’t get 
gathered except as members of the 
church finally gathered it. . The 
Bible came along as a sort of Reader’s 
Digest anthology. If the Bible is not 
important as a primary test, it is, to use 
a lawyer’s phrase, ‘the best evidence.’ ” 


And there you have it! 


Okay With Him 

In explaining his position to the As- 
sociated Press, Bishop Pike said that 
he doesn’t deny the possibility of the 
Virgin Birth as a miracle. He said that 
if God wanted to do it that way, it was 
okay with him. “But I am inclined to 
believe it is a myth, introduced to ex- 
plain in picture language the dual na- 
ture of Christ.” 

In his Century article, the Bishop 
makes it clear that his gospel is all in- 
clusive, that it goes beyond the revela- 
tion of truth in Christ. 

He sees no reason why even Buddha, 
Socrates and Freud could not be 
preached as well as Jesus Christ — on 
the basis that “all truth is God’s truth” 
and “there is much truth and goodness 
in natural man.” 


Bishop Pike indicates that he would 
rather “sing” the Creed than to repeat 
it, because he does not believe the literal 
prose sentences of the Creed. “But I 
can certainly sing them — as a kind of 
war song picturing major convictions 
in poetic terms. Stated in plain 
prose, I certainly do not believe that 
Christ ‘sitteth on the right hand of the 
father’. ... I feel the same about ‘as- 
cended into Heaven.’ And the same 
about ‘conceived by the Holy Ghost, 
and born of the Virgin Mary.’ ” 

Here is an innovation which some 
Christian leaders see as a fresh compli- 
cation to theology. Carl F. H. Henry, 
for example, thinks it strange that a 
rational man, and a Bishop at that, can 
conscientiously sing what he cannot con- 


scientiously say. “From now on,” 
writes Henry, “for purposes of classifi- 
cation, we shall have to ascertain 


whether or not a Bishop is a singing 
Bishop.” 


E ARE SADDENED BY the Bishop’s 

denials. His view of Christ is, 
we believe, myopic; he sees a flat and 
unfinished Christ. His “dual nature” 
theory, without a Virgin Birth, is gob- 
bledygook. 

We believe that all necessary evidence 
to establish the fact that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God is clearly revealed. 
(We believe this is true of the other 
points which the Bishop raises but which 
cannot be discussed in one article.) 





The promised Redeemer was to be the 





“seed” of the woman who should bruise 
the head of the serpent (Genesis 3:15), 
The Redeemer was to come from the 
godly line of Seth through Abraham of 
the lineage of David (Isaiah 11:1). 

The Saviour was to be born of a 
Virgin (Isaiah 7:14). 

He was to be born in Bethlehem 
(Micah 5:2). 

God singled out a Virgin named 
Mary who was engaged to Joseph the 
Carpenter (Luke 1:26-38). Before they 
came together in the marriage relation. 
ship, God sent the angel Gabriel to tell 
her the all-important role she was to 
have in bringing the Son of God into 
the world. 


Purity of Character 

The purity of her character and the 
depth of her spiritual life come to light 
when we read her response to the angel 
in verse 34, and her willingness to ac- 
cept God’s will and plan for her life in 
verse 38. 

When Joseph found that Mary was 
expecting a child, he was troubled, not 
aware at the moment of the great mir- 
acle that God was doing. The angel 
Gabriel was also sent to him in a dream, 
telling him all that had been revealed 
to Mary. As an obedient child of God, 
he took Mary as his wife and made a 
home for her and the babe she was ex- 
pecting. 

The place of the birth was Bethlehem 
where the young couple had gone to 
register for the Roman census (Luke 
2:4-20). The scene was a stable. The 
Virgin mother gave birth to the divine 
Son of God, born into the world in a 
human body. God’s plan was complete. 

The Virgin Birth of Jesus Christ is 
the crux of Christianity. If it can be 
successfully challenged, then Christian- 
ity has lost its heart and will become 
a dead religion. 

When. we understand that God ac- 
companies his promises with signs, and 
that the coming of Jesus Christ into 
the world required the greatest sign, 
then we can understand why Christ 
was born of a Virgin. 

The Virgin Birth was a sign to Mary 
that “that holy thing which shall be 
born of thee shall be called the Son 
of God.” (Luke 1:35) Not only was 
His miraculous birth a sign to those in 
the household of Mary and Joseph who 
were immediately concerned but also to 
those who would afterward accept Jesus 
of Nazareth as Saviour and Lord. 

If Jesus was not born of a Virgin, 
He was not what He claimed. He is 
not deity. If he is not deity, He is not 
Lord. If He is not Lord, then He can- 
not interfere with the moral activities 
of men. If He is not Lord, then the 
laws which have been founded upon 
His teachings have lost their force. 
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Son of God 

By viewing Jesus Christ as He is 
seen in the Word of God, we see Him 
as the Incarnate Son of God. We see 
Him as “the express image” of the 
Person of God. We see Him as Em- 
manuel, which means, “God with us.” 
We see Him as the “fulness of the God- 
head bodily.” 

We see Him as the One who stooped 
low — to our level — in order to make 
known the truth of salvation among 
men. We see Him as the One who dealt 
with the sin problem. We see Him as 
the one Who died and rose again for 
our justification. We see Him as the 
One seated at God’s right hand today 
as the Intercessor and Mediator of the 
believer. 

We see Him as the One who said, 
“In my Father’s house are many man- 
sions ... I go to prepare a place for 
you. And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again and receive 
you unto myself.” 

We know that He is the Son of God 
because we see Him in depth ... and 
we have experienced Him. 


Living Presence 

While playing with his toys on the 
living room floor, little Bobby suddenly 
became very quiet. His mother noticed 
that he was staring intently at a pic- 
ture of his late father on the piano. 
“Mamma,” he said with a sigh, “don’t 
you wish Daddy could step out of that 
picture?” 

The lad expressed what we all admit 
to be true: an image however good can- 
not take the place of a living presence. 

Jesus after the flesh met the needs 
of the people of His day, but those were 
days of limited service. He was local- 
ized, hemmed in by time and space. 
When He was in Nazareth or Caper- 
naum, He could not be elsewhere. 

To meet the needs of succeeding gen- 
erations, Jesus Christ stepped out of 
the picture frame of time and space. 
He told his disciples, “It is expedient 
(better) for you that I go away.” The 
better thing, of course, is that the man 
Jesus went to be with the Father, but 
His abiding presence through the Spirit 
remains with us. 

Through His spiritual Presence, we 
see Him at work performing signs and 
wonders, transforming lives, dispelling 
fear and bringing deliverance to the 
captive. 

A man once stood paralyzed with fear 
after hearing the worst kind of news. 
“Suddenly,” he said, “I felt a Presence 
enfold me and a joy fill me such as I 
have never known.” 

It was the same Jesus who once stilled 
the raging seas and spoke peacé to His 
fearful disciples. He does that for you 
today, for “He is closer to you than

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Is There a 
Moscow-Peiping Rift?

URING THE RECENT world Communist 

summit meeting, many commenta- 
tors and news analysts pointed to a 
growing rift between Moscow and Pei- 
ping. 

On this so-called rift many leaders 
of the free world base a limited friend- 
ship with Khrushchev. They feel that 
he needs us and in the end will seek our 


aid just as Stalin did in World War II. 


This is just what the Communists 
want us to think. By subversion or by 
all-out attempts if necessary, the Krem- 
lin and Peiping plot to spread Commu- 
nist rule to every country on earth. 
They intend to split the globe into two 
giant Red Camps. So they continue to 
carry on world conquest according to 
schedule. 


Allan Dulles, Director of Central In- 
telligence Agency, said, “The challenge 
of Soviet power presents today a triple 
threat; first, military; second, econom- 
ic; third, subversive. The challenge is 
a global one; as long as the principles 
of international Communism motivate 
the regimes in Peiping and Moscow. 
We must expect that their single pur- 
pose will be the liquidation of our form 
of free society and the emergence of a 
communized world order. They firmly 
believe and eloquently preach that Com- 
munism is the system which will even- 
tually rule the world and each move 
they make is directed to this end.” 


Blueprint 


The Communist blueprint for world 
control, outlined by Stalin at the close 


of World War II. divided the world 





into two spheres of influence along 
racial lines. 

This blueprint was widely discussed 
at the recent Moscow meeting and re- 
affirmed. Under the agreement the ter- 
ritories that are to be controlled by 
the Soviet Union are: North and South 
America; Europe; Africa; Russia prop- 
er; Siberia; and the Carribean. 

China is to get all of Asia, and all of 
the Pacific Islands including Australia, 
New Zealand, the Philippines and the 
Hawaiian Islands. 


Disagreement 

Main disagreement on this blueprint 
has been over Africa, which China be- 
lieves ought to belong to its racial 
block. Stalin established the present ac- 
cepted policy in 1946, when he pro- 
claimed, “For centuries, the black race 
of Africa has accepted domination by 
the white race of Europe and is con- 
ditioned to it. With the emergence of 
global Communism, the continuance of 
this acceptance can be facilitated by 
the Soviets and by the Chinese.” 

Yet with these facts known by many 
of our leaders, they continue to hope 
that somehow a miracle can be wrought 
by the United Nations or by the new 
president. They hope to divert the 
Red’s minds from world conquests and 
bring about a new order of true peace- 
ful coexistence. This is as futile as 
to believe that the sun will not appear 
tomorrow morning. 

In a speech several weeks ago, Mr. 
Khrushchev said, “I hope to live to see 
the Red Flag of Communism flying over

Bang-Jensen rose early, dressed 
and went to the kitchen to prepare 
breakfast for himself and for his older 
children. 

A short time later, he kissed his wife 
goodbye and walked out the door, sup- 
posedly on his way to work. (He had 
a temporary position with the CARE or- 
ganization.) Down the street, a friend 
offered him a ride. He accepted. When 
he got out of the car at a bus stop and 
thanked the friend for the ride, he dis- 
appeared from sight. 

Fifty-seven hours later, the body of 
Paul Bang-Jensen was found in a New 
York City park by two men walking 
their dogs. It made page one news, 
for Bang-Jensen was the United Nations’ 
official who had previously made head- 
lines by refusing to hand over to his 
superiors a list of 81 witnesses to the 
Hungarian revolt. 

Depressed and in anguish because he 
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had been betrayed, hounded beyond 
human endurance and fired from his 
U.N. job, he took his own life with a 
25 caliber automatic. 

Or ... he was murdered because he 
was working in the dangerous zone of 
intelligence. 

Which was it? Was Paul Bang- 
Jensen a suicide? Or was he mur- 
dered? Whichever it was, the death 
of this handsome Danish diplomat was 
a tragedy of our time. He could very 
well symbolize all who have stood for 
freedom and against the Communist 
menace and who have been hounded, 
persecuted and smeared for their con- 
victions. 


Circumstances of Death 


This book probes deeply! 


It inquires into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Bang-Jensen.

revolt and tells what happened inside 
the U.N. during the uprising. It looks 
in on the hearings of the special U.N. 
Committee on Hungary and describes 
what took place at the U.N. during the 
writing of the Hungarian report. 

It brings into sharp focus the effort 
of Bang-Jensen to shield the names of 
81 witnesses and to get a report ham- 
mered out that was honest and accurate. 
It exposes the strategy of Bang-Jensen’s 
vilifiers and delves into the sordid story 
of an execution. 

No right-thinking person is left in 
doubt about the character of the United 
Nations. “He told Paul the thirty-eighth 
floor of the U.N. was under Soviet con- 
trol and that our own quote foreign in- 
telligence was infiltrated, unquote.” 
Whoever described the United Nations 
as the “tombstone of mankind” had it 
about right. 

The fiction of omniscience woven 
around the person of Doctor Ralph 
Bunche by the liberal press is dissi- 
pated. Bunche showed his true colors 
in trying to destroy Bang-Jensen. He 
diagnosed the Dane’s trouble as being 
mental illness. 

Resenting this, the authors lash out 
with an observation that whatever the 
“doctor” in front of his name stands 
for, Bunche is no psychiatrist. Of all 
the people they talked to, as_ being 
closely associated with Bang-Jensen at 
that time, “not one had observed any 
symptoms in the Danish diplomat that 
would support the devastating verdict 
reached by Under Secretary Bunche.” 


Accept Theory 


Police accepted the theory that Bang- 
Jensen’s death was suicide and closed 
the book. But DeWitt Copp and Mar-

A Tragedy of! ( 


A review of the book that is making 
headlines — “Betrayal at the U.N.” 
by DeWitt Copp and Marshall Peck 
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raise enough points in the case to get 
the reader to question it, too. 

How is the long interval between his 
disappearance and death to be ex- 
plained? Well, some theorize, he was 
walking around all that time, or was 
just sitting on a park bench. But the 
authors take this apart: “No man was 
going to walk around for three days and 
two and one half nights and not be 
noticed by someone. He wasn’t going 
to amble around for that long and be 
found beardless.” 

The two men who discovered the 
body stated that when they found Bang- 
Jensen his arms were above his head. 
But this does not coincide with the 
police report. “Well, who was to say 
how a man might fall after he’d shot 
himself? Actually he could lie down 
and shoot himself. 

“Sure, and then stick his arms out 
over his head.” 

Fear on the part of people to whom 
the authors talked was an obstacle in 
the investigation. A man whom they 
call “A” is a case in point. “I don’t 
know why the ... I’m doing this. ... If 
you use my name or tell anyone I talked 
to you, I'll deny it.” 

The Chief Medical Examiner for the 
City of New York, the man who per- 
formed the autopsy, gave Copp and 
Peck the brush off. Admittedly miffed 
by the doctor’s brusqueness, they were 
no less determined. Through a friend, 
they obtained a photostatic copy of the 
entire autopsy report. 

In the report they found “some in- 
credible discrepancies and omissions. 

“Two different dates and two differ- 
ent times were given as to when Dr. 
Grimes started his autopsy. ... 

“No estimated time of death was 
given. 

“The hand-written notations on the 
first page, the joint findings of Doctors 
L. M. Soletsky and J. Furey, read in 
part: ‘turned by police, then turned 
back to original approximate position’.” 

The authors discovered that while the 
autopsy report described the pistol near 
the right fist, a police lieutenant re- 
ported “the deceased as being found 
with the gun in his right hand.” 
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Charges Refuted 

Charges that Bang-Jensen took drugs 
or was of a suicidal type are refuted. 
Although distressed over being fired 
from the U.N. and gravely concerned 
about his future, he was realistic in his 
outlook. 

A psychiatrist whom he had consulted 
said that Bang-Jensen had not suffered 
from a nervous breakdown. “He was 
always sharp as a whip. I found him a 
most admirable and unusual person. ... 


“About the U.N., he was a complete 
realist. Often we discussed the idea 
of what he might have done had he to 
do it over, and he knew he could have 
done no differently. He was, of course, 
sorry that he had been dismissed, but 
he knew that his moral convictions 
were such that he could not compromise 
them. He knew also that he had infor- 
mation of sinister forces at the U.N. ... 
and that he could do nothing to stop 
their machinations. He was realistic 
about the whole thing.” 


One person put it this way, “He never 
knew how brave he was.” 


HEN THE PLEA from the freedom 
fighters in Hungary was received 
at the U.N., Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold was out to lunch and the 
message was ignored. “Instead of ex- 
citement, it earned a tremendous yawn.” 


The cable was “buried” in an “in” 
basket. It took an announcement in 
the press to shake it loose. 


While the people of Hungary fought 
the Russians almost barehandedly, the 
General Assembly met in special session 
and passed an American resolution. It 
called upon the Soviet Union “to 
desist forthwith from all armed attack 
on the people of Hungary” and “re- 
quested the Secretary General to in- 
vestigate the situation ... (and) to sug- 
gest methods to bring to an end the 
foreign intervention in Hungary. ... ”

own action was a pathetic indictment 
of inability to act when action was 
needed. Hungarian leaders regarded it 
as an outright failure of the world or- 
ganization.” 


No Atomic War 

Contrary to the accepted belief that 
intervention in Hungary would have set 
off 2 » atomic war, General Bela Kiraley, 
military commander in Budapest dur. 
ing the revolt, thinks that action instead 
of delay would have saved the situation. 
“The U.N. could have announced: 
‘Hungary. an independent country ne- 
gotiating with the U.S.S.R.. announces 
its neutrality and places itself under the 
guarantee of the United Nations.’ ” 

“I am fully convinced,” the former 
Hungarian soldier said without any 
sign of bitterness, “had the U.N. acted 
on Prime Minister Nagy’s telegram of 
November first, the Russians would 
have accepted the revolution as a fait 
accompli.” 

Ambassador Lodge, for one, did not 
think the U.N. had failed. “The record 
is not a sorry one,” he asserted. “The 
record is a good one. Although it did 
not succeed in bringing about the with- 
drawal of Soviet troops, the U.N. has 
done things for the people of Hungary 
which no single country or organiza- 
tion could have done.” 

Paul Bang-Jensen did not agree with 
Ambassador Lodge. “He thought the 
U.N.’s action had been deplorable and 
sickening, a melange of vacillation, un- 
concern, and disbelief that anything 
such as an anti-Soviet revolution could 
ever take place. Bang-Jensen saw its 
importance, sensed that, on it. might 
hinge the fate of the West in years to 
come. 

“From his exile years, when Den- 
mark was overridden by the Nazis. he 
knew the agony of Hungary.” 


About Cuba 

At this point, I could not help but 
conjecture about Cuba. It is not beyond 
the realm of possibility that we might 
see history repeat itself — in the Carib- 
bean. 


Should a revolt against Castro erupt. 
freedom fighters in Cuba would more 
than likely petition the U.N. Nothing 
at the U.N. has changed, so the plea for 
help might find the Secretary General 
“out to lunch.” 


Americans must understand that de- 
spite their sympathy, they would have 
to stand by helplessly. As a nation, 
we cannot act unilaterally. There is 
first the U.N. The Secretary General 
would have to quarterback the play. 
Then there is the Organization of Amer- 
ican States, a cumbersome machine, in 


reality a glorified panel show. To be 
sure, the U.N. or OAS would issue 
| frightening resolutions. But by the 





time either one got around to action, 
the Soviets would have crushed the up. 
rising. 

The book mentions the names of the 
obscure and of the prominent. Among 
the cast of characters is Andrew Well. | 
ington Cordier, number two man at the 
U.N. and man of mystery. His par. 
ticular role in the tragedy is that of 
organizer and director of the attack 
on Bang-Jensen. 

The story of Paul Bang-Jensen in. 
volves two distinct phases — his part in 
protecting the witnesses, and his ef. 
forts in connection with the writing of 
the report on Hungary. 

Concerning the first phase, had he re. 
vealed the names of these witnesses, 
Soviet reprisals against their families 
in Hungary would have been swift and 
final. With reference to the second 
phase, Bang-Jensen thought he had un- 
covered evidence of sabotage in the 
writing of the report. According to the 
authors, it was the second phase “that 
held the most significance in Paul Bang.

After a long battle of memos, and a 
number of bizarre episodes, the Dane 
was dismissed from his high-ranking 
post by Dag Hammarskjold and ushered 
off the premises.

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armed revolt. They tired of preaching, 
of the call to repentance, of the moral 
lessons of love and obedience.

By 
omitting the customary fasts, healing on 
the sabbath, making jest of ceremonial 
washings, befriending the outcasts and 
the irreligious, Jesus fatally offended 
the pious scruples of the stricter Jews. 


When in addition, He challenged the 
prevailing opinions about vows, meats, 
the meaning of righteousness, the inter- 
pretation of Scripture and the divine

ularity to maintain the truth. Christian- 
ity has not always resisted the tempta- 
tion to woo shallowly the shallow crowd. 


“Jesus . . . saw much people, and 
was moved with compassion toward 
them, because they were as sheep not 
having a shepherd.” It will be a sad 
day when that deep compassion over 
people dies out of the Church. But com- 
passion must not conceal the truth; re- 
pentance and obedience alone can lead 
to life. Discipleship begun without that 
realization must wither and die. And 
if the crowd will not believe, they must 
be allowed to turn away. 


Prejudice 


Few things are so impervious to 
truth as prejudice fortified by dogma- 
tism and encased in religious pride! 


By devious and sad processes of 
spiritual decay, the once invaluable sect 
of Pharisees, guardians of evangelical 
ideals and pious hope, had become in 
Jesus’ day the representatives of a re- 
ligious assurance and self-righteousness 
which nothing could impress. Confident 
of every divine favour, entrenched in 
Jewish law and tradition, toughened by

favour towards Israel, He earned the 
opprobrium of innovator, heretic, blas- 
phemer. 


His reassertion in Israel of the living 
truth, spoken in contemporary terms 
and in the power of the Spirit, could 
find no welcome in minds which could 
not see the truth for written texts. More- 
over, His damaging criticism of their 
self-righteousness, their — ostentation, 
their want of sympathy and of redemp- 
tive concern and their frequent hypoc- 
risy added passion to their prejudice. 


So it became morally impossible for 
Pharisees to measure Christ’s work fair- 
ly or weigh His high claims justly. Self- 
assurance, self-righteousness and self- 
defense together form an inpenetrable 


‘shield against the darts of truth. The 


seed lies on the hardened surface of 
closed mind and calloused conscience 
and can take no root. Christ has often 
to plough up the beaten soil of a man’s 
religiousness in order to convert his 
soul. 


Vested Interest 


Of the scribes (religious solicitors), 
priests and politicians it may fairly be 
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said that they had a vested interest in 
thistles, thorns and brambles. Jesus 
constituted a very real threat to all their 
policies and position. 

The scribe could scarcely counte- 
nance the religious teaching of an un- 
professional and untrained layman. The 
priests heard with dismay Christ’s stric- 
tures upon the Temple worship and the 
ritual tithes and were moved to deepest 
anger by His challenge to their Temple 
market. 

The politicians, whether Sadducees 
anxious to maintain existing relation- 
ships with Rome, or Herodians pledged 
to preserve the alliance of the Herod 
family with Caesar, saw in any Messi- 
anic movement an acute danger to their 
whole security. “If we let him alone, 
the Romans will come and take away 
our place... .” 

Amid so many selfish, worldly in- 
terests to be preserved, where could 
the seeds of love and truth take root? 
In lives so cluttered with ambition, 
self-seeking, secular aims, and self-pres- 
ervation the Kingdom could make no 
progress without far-reaching revolu- 
tion — it would cost too much to clear 
the ground. 

That is precisely where the challenge 
of Jesus finds us in the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

We could be well content to make of

NEMIES OF THE Committee on Un- 

American Activities are at it again. 
The go-soft-on Communism clique 
again is raising the question of the Com- 
mittee’s abolition. This time, their 
champion in the House is Jimmie 
Roosevelt of California. Jimmie wants 
to have the Committee abolished —lock, 
stock and barrel. 


In January, the Washington Post car- 
ried a two page advertisement, petition- 
ing the House of Representatives to 


abolish HUAC. 


Some 345 individuals signed the 
statement which read in part as follows: 


We, the undersigned, petition the 
87th Congress to eliminate the 
House Committee on Un-American 
activities as a standing Committee. 


We believe that the U.S. Supreme 
Court has, in the United States vs. 
Watkins made it clear that the 
Committee has habitually misused 
its mandate in unconstitutional ways 
for political purposes; that it has 
become an agency for repression; 
that it has usurped the functions of 
the executive and judicial branches 
of our government. 


The statement further charged that 
HUAC has “perverted” and “im- 
periled” the investigative powers of 
Congress, that it has helped discourage 
free study and inquiry in working for 
peace, that it has harassed Americans 
who work for racial equality and that 
it has weakened America. 


Among the signers were those who 
have espoused almost every pro-Com- 
munist cause for 20 years and whose 
names are now so familiar, including 
Harry Bridges, Dr. Linus Pauling. Dr. 
W. E. B. DuBois, Joseph Barnes, Carry 
McWilliams, Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., Eleanor Roosevelt and Norman 
Thomas. 


Annual Assault 


This annual assault has come to be 
expected by the Committee. Usually it 
comes at appropriation time when the 
budget for the succeeding year is be- 
ing voted. The Left Wing clique tries 


to cut the Committee appropriation to 
the bone or eliminate it outright. 


This time, despite Jimmie’s vocifer- 
ousness, the abolishers are not expected 
to get far. The Committee, under the 
strongest chairman in its history, Fran. 
cis E. Walter, cannot be toppled unless 
there is a complete change in national 
sentiment toward Russia. And _ there 
are no indications of such a shift. 


The principal foe of the Committee 7 
in recent years has been the Emer- § 
gency Civil Liberties Committee, which | 
is headed by Harvey O’Connor and § 
Corliss Lamont. O’Connor was identi- | 
fied as a member of the Communist 


Party as long ago as 1939 by Benjamin 


Gitlow, former secretary general of the ; 


party. Lamont has been cited by the 
Committee as a supporter of numerous 
pro-Communist causes and he did yeo- 


man service for Soviet Russia for years | 


as chairman of the National Council of 
American-Soviet friendship. 


In 1957, the Emergency Civil Liber- | 


ties Committee staged a mass meeting 
at Carnegie Hall in New York, which 
was announced as the opening gun of 
a national campaign to abolish the 
Committee on Un-American Activities. 


Speakers at the rally included Dal- 
ton Trumbo, Hollywood screen writer, 
who served a one year sentence for 
contempt of Congress as one of the 
notorious “Hollywood Ten,” for refus- 
ing to tell the committee whether he 
was a Communist. The guns fired at 
this meeting proved to be popguns, 
for Congress renewed the Committee 
appropriation in the 85th Congress with 
only token opposition. 


Unceasing Duel 


. The career of the Committee has been 
an unceasing duel with the anti-Anti- 
Communists. 


The Committee’s closest squeeze came 
in the 79th Congress, just after the war, 
when it weathered an all-out effort to 
abolish it. The 79th Congress is mem- 
orable for its aggressive minority of 
Left Wingers. The Cold War was still 
several months in the future and Stalin’s 
wartime halo had not completely 
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dimmed. The Left junta in the House, 
backed by a string of “Liberal” news- 
papers and magazines, decided that this 
was the time to strike down the Com- 
mittee. 

The Committee was then a special 
committee whose life had to be renewed 
every two years. An adverse vote would 
have killed it. When the Leftists offered 
their resolution to stop the Committee’s 
appropriation, a group of Anti-Com- 
munists, spearheaded by John E. Ran- 
kin of Mississippi, outwitted them. 
Rankin offered an amendment creating 
the committee as a standing committee 
of the House. His amendment carried 
by a large majority. 

Since that date, the Leftists have con- 
centrated on keeping down the Com- 
mittee’s budget. They have not been 
successful in this effort. The 85th Con- 
gress voted the Committee a grant of 
$327,000. 


Started in 1937 

Originally, the Committee came into 
existence in 1937 as a result of a fight 
by Representative Martin Dies of Texas 
in the 75th Congress to make it Con- 
gress’ job to get the facts about Com- 
munist activities in the United States. 

Communism in the late thirties was 
growing by leaps and bounds and no 
one knew very much about it. A few 


private organizations had compiled 
some facts, but they had no official 
standing. 


American Communism was masquer- 
ading its important work under the false 
face of scores of fellow traveler organ- 
izations. But lacking proof of Commun- 
ist connection, these were largely un- 
touchable. Whenever the Communist 
stooges who ran these organizations 
faced exposure, they silenced their crit- 
ics by a furious and outraged act of 
denial. Dies proposed to give a Con- 
gressional committee power to call in 
these stooges and put them under oath. 

Backed by patriotic and veteran or- 
ganizations, he succeeded in persuading 
the House to set up a special committee, 
with himself as chairman. 

The first months of the Committee’s 
life were largely ineffective. The Com- 
mittee lacked the precise information 
about the wide-ranging Communist in- 
filtrations and alliances to know where 
to find the focal point of Communist 
strength. 

A lucky find was J. B. Matthews, who 
formerly had worked with the Commu- 
nists as a Left Wing Socialist, and who 
had been selected by the Communists 
for the key post of chairman of the 
American League Against War and 
Fascism. Coming to the Committee first 
as a witness, Mr. Matthews’ unique tal- 
ents were quickly recognized and Rep- 
Tesentative Dies soon appointed him 
research director of the Committee.

His successor, Representative John 
S. Wood of Georgia, when he refused 
to soft-pedal his investigations, was 
subjected to a vicious smear campaign 
in the “Liberal” press and was charged 
with financial irregularity in connection 
with a radio station in his district. 


Political Ruin 
The first Republican to head the 
Committee, J. Parnell Thomas of New 
Jersey, paid the price of complete polit- 
ical ruin. Thomas, during whose stormy 
chairmanship the famous Hollywood 
investigation was conducted, resulti 
in the imprisonment of the “Hollyw 
Ten,” actually went to jail. A charge 
of padding his office expenditures was 
trumped up against him and he was it- 
dicted and convicted. 
Harold H. Velde of Illinois, although | 
he escaped Thomas’ fate, was subj 
to a cruel ordeal of persecution when 
he authorized the examination of Bish- 
op G. Bromley Oxnam, the Methodist 
fellow traveler. He was happy to retire | 
from the Committee and from Congress. 
Francis E. Walter, the present chair- 
man, is so highly respected by his col- 
leagues that he has escaped many of the 
uglier persecutions endured by his pred: | 
ecessors. During his five years a | 
chairman, he has placed the Committee 
in a position of unprecedented strength. 
Jimmie Roosevelt and the more rabit | 
sections of the Left will continue snip- 
ing. Their resourcefulness should not 
be underestimated. But for the im 
mediate period, the position of this,

New developments in 
the war on cancer 


Notes ... 


from the Cancer Front 


BY Maurice NATENBERG 
Author of “The Cancer Blackout” 


HE WARLIKE TERM “front,” in refer- 
ence to cancer, may astonish some 
readers. But the longer this observer 
regards the cancer panorama, the more 
he is convinced that everything in- 
volving cancer is a war — a war not 
only against a disease whose ravages 
constantly increase, but a deadly, un- 
ceasing war between opposing factions 
of the cancer problem. 


Ever since cancer came to be re- 
garded as a “problem,” these opposing 
factions have been in conflict. Sur- 
geons, cauterers and irradiologists have 
of course dominated in the treatment 
of cancer. They have always managed 
to thwart their opponents who held that 
cutting out cancerous tissue was useless 
and dangerous and did not constitute a 
cure and who insisted that successful 
treatment is achieved only by a dietetic 
and chemotherapeutic approach. 


Dominating authorities today are 
principally the American Medical As- 
sociation and the American Cancer 
Society. To oppose either group is to 
incur the threat of ostracism or to face 
the experience of being smeared as a 
“quack.” Many an independent has 
met this dismal fate. 


The latest casualty in the cancer war 
is Harry M. Hoxsey, who inherited a 
family remedy. This rugged battler, 
embroiled with the American Medical 


_ Association for years in bitter disputes, 


waged in many cities and courts of 
law, has been forced from having any 
further connection with the treatment 
of cancer. 


Other independents, such as_ the 
Krebiozen adherents, the Drosnes-Lazen- 
by group of Pittsburgh, and the Krebs- 
Laetrile faction, manage to keep going. 
Gerson has died, but several of his dis- 
ciples carry on. Rumors persist that 
Koch’s remedy (Glyoxylide) and the 
Lincoln bacteriophages are still avail- 


able. 


In the past several months I have 
made two extensive trips East and one 
to the West Coast to ferret out new 
developments on the cancer front. It

has been extremely interesting and | 
have many notes. The picture in the 
cancer war is changing somewhat and 
here are a few new developments: 


Since the death of Dr. Cornelius 
Rhoads, who headed the Sloan-Ketter- 
ing Laboratory, his post has been filled 
by Dr. John Heller, formerly head of 
the National Cancer Institute. People 
who are acquainted with Doctor Heller 
believe the atmosphere is now far more 
relaxed and pleasant at Sloan-Ketter- 
ing, since Dr. Heller is more open- 
minded and has even granted an audi- 
ence to Dr. Andrew Ivy of Krebiozen 
fame. 


Development 

On a personal level, the most in- 
teresting development has been a cor- 
respondence with Dr. Robert D. Bar- 
nard, cancer consultant to the New York 
City Department of Health. First, Doc- 
tor Barnard, who is very independent, 
kindly consented to write an introduc- 
tion to The Cancer Blackout, which 
reveals his vast knowledge and experi- 
ence and a keen awareness of the many 
subterfuges being perpetrated in the 
name of science, particularly in the 
squandering of huge funds on worth- 
less research. Of this he writes: 


“At least sixty per cent of each year’s 
burgeoning appropriation (of a cancer 
research foundation) goes into junket- 
ing whereby one investigator can report 
the same paper at ten widely geograph- 
ically spread conferences. Each o 
these identical papers is then published 
in ten different journals which coinci- 
dentally happen to be subsidized by the 
same agency that originated the paper. 
And on perusal, the latter turns out to 
be the same hog-wash that the institute 
published ten years before. But the 
Institute can now list 100 papers for 
this particular year and congressional 
appropriation committees are duly 
impressed.” 


It was my good fortune to spend 
several hours with Dr. O. C. Gruner 
of Montreal, retired, formerly chief 
pathologist at McGill University. He

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has studied cancer since the turn of 
the century and still displays a keen 
interest in the subject. He gave me 
an absorbing account of his work which 
began in London, England, as a labora. 
tory worker and student of microscopy, 


Very early in his career he began 
collecting and analyzing blood samples 
from cancerous patients, until he be. 
came so proficient that he could detect 
cancer in patients in whom it was not 
suspected, or in whom the degree of 
malignancy was minimized. He re. 
lated several instances of warning sur- 
geons and physicians that their patients 
were in an advanced state of cancer, 
only to have his warnings ignored until 
it was too late. 


Doctor Gruner’s method is entirely 
scientific observation and classification, 
based on his exhaustive knowledge of 
the most important properties of 
blood, such as viscosity (the facility in 
which the blood spreads), the pattern of 
forming islands of cells, the formation 
of fibrins and other very technical 
features. He also has studied normal 
and healthy blood very thoroughly so 
that he has a standard of comparison. 


After classifying the variation from 
the normal on the basis of his innumer- 
able observations of blood from cancer 
patients, Dr. Gruner’s judgment of 
whether or not cancer is present, is 
about 98.8 per cent accurate in cancer 
and 96.4 per cent for non-cancer. In 
other words, he is wrong only 1.2 per 
cent in diagnosing cancer and 3.6 per 
cent wrong when he does not see cancer 
present. Conditions which give a false 
positive for cancer occur in chronic 
syphilis, chronic interstitial mastitis 
and pregnancy. 

According to Doctor Gruner, his 
work “is to present an account of the 
details of the changes actually observed 
in a large number of cancer cases and 
to show how diagnostic conclusions 
may be arrived at for the information 
of the surgeon and radiologist. As is 
well known, there is no specific blood 
picture in cancer, but attention is drawn 
to a pattern of changes which consti- 
tute the guide to diagnosis. If there 
is anything that emerges from all these 
researches it is that not only is cancer 
not a single disease-entity, but that 
its various forms are expressions of 
diverse reactions to events which have 
culminated in a neoplasm in each par- 
ticular individual.” 


On learning of Doctor Gruner’s work, 
Doctor Barnard was so impressed that 
he is doing some follow-up studies in 
his laboratory and the laboratories of 
the New York City Department of 
Health. He is also interested in reviv- 
ing the work of Freund and Kaminer of 
Vienna on studies of metabolism in 
cancer and the role of nutrition. 
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When Hitler took over Austria, Pro- 
fessor Freund was befriended by a 
wealthy member of the American Em- 
bassy who was greatly impressed with 
his work. He not only rescued Pro- 
fessor Freund from Hitler, but sent 
him to London where he financed his 
researches until he died. His work has 
been sadly neglected, as Doctor Barnard 
comments, and though he did not prom- 
ise a cure for cancer, he was able to 
relieve much pain and enable patients 
to live in comparative comfort and to 
prolong their lives. In other words, he 
controlled cancer much as diabetes is 
controlled through the administration 
of insulin. 


Atmosphere In Europe 

Last September 16, the Independent 
Cancer Research Foundation sponsored 
a dinner to hear the report of two 
physicians who had just returned from 
Europe where they made a survey of 
cancer treatment and practices. They 
reported that the atmosphere in Europe 
is much more free than in the United 
States and independent physicians are 
not at all harassed. At least this is 
true in France, Germany and _ Italy 
where some very good work is being 
done. Dr. Joseph Issels, who has a 
clinic near Munich, Germany, was par- 
ticularly selected for comment on his 
admirable work. 

The Independent Cancer Research 

Foundation is attempting to explore the 
fields ignored by the so-called ortho- 
dox surgery and irradiation advocates 
of the “treatment of choice.” The 
Foundation issues bulletins from time 
to time on the situation in cancer. Their 
latest bulletins are on the effects of 
radiation and on the significance of 
nutrition and carcinogenic substances 
in our foods. 
__ In regard to such substances, a most 
illuminating paper was presented by 
W. C. Hueper, M.D., Chief of Environ- 
ment Cancer Section, National Cancer 
Institute, before a writers’ seminar 
sponsored by the American Cancer 
Society. Doctor Hueper is one of those 
dedicated men who has never compro- 
mised with the truth and feels impelled 
to crusade for measures to prevent the 
pollution of our foods and_ national 
resources by harmful chemicals. 

In his paper, Doctor Hueper re- 
counted some of his experiences during 
his career in public service and the 
problems he has met in cancer preven- 
tion. Although prevention is less spec- 
tacular and glamorous than finding 
the elusive cure for cancer, Doctor 
Hueper contends that prevention is def- 
initely more “humane and can be made 
not infrequently, even with the limited 
existing knowledge of cancer causes, 
much more effective than cancer cures.” 


Doctor Hueper pointed out that there 
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is considerable knowledge already avail- 
able of the chemical agents causing can- 
cer to which we are all exposed by 
adulterated foods, polluted air and in- 
dustrial hazards. He observed that the 
American dye and rubber industry pro- 
duces fantastic amounts of cancer pro- 
ducing chemicals for food and cosmetic 
coloring and antioxidants. Yet this 
country, where these chemicals are used 
most abundantly, allows little to be 
published on the subject. 


There is little doubt as to who is 
responsible for this blackout. Doctor 
Hueper related how a medical director 
of a firm producing these carcinogens 
blocked him from presenting his ma- 
terial on the subject before an interna- 
tional meeting of cancerologists, by 
threatening him with legal prosecution 
for disclosing the secrets of the firm 
involved. 


Another such incident occurred in 
1948 when a high official in the Atomic 
Energy Commission unsuccessfully tried 
to stop Doctor Hueper’s research on 
lung cancer in uranium miners. In 
1952 he was asked to refrain from men- 
tioning these findings before a medical 
society he was invited to address. When 
this request was put so emphatically 
that it amounted to censorship, Doctor 
Hueper refused to deliver his talk. 


Such are the hazards and frustra- 
tions confronting men who refuse to 
bow to dictation or to distort the truth. 
Unfortunately the Huepers are all too 
few; most government officials and re- 
search workers are more pliable. The 
real role and duties of directors for 
medical “research” in the pay of big 
firms and such bodies as the Nutrition 
Foundation and the Sugar Research 
Foundation are all too obvious. 


Long Hard Struggle 


To return to my own tour — it 
included a visit with Philip Drosnes of 
the Drosnes-Lazenby Clinic, sponsors 
of Mucorhicin. The Clinic has managed 
to survive, although their path is difh- 
cult. Mr. Drosnes recounted some of 
his gains and spoke of their long hard 
struggle. Although some progress had 
been made, he was still hopeful of a 
complete and final breakthrough to 
public recognition of their cancer rem- 
edy. He asked: Would it ever come? 

No such prospect seems possible to 
me. Those in control of cancer have an 
iron grip on the funds available for re- 
search and publicity and the key in- 
fluences in the government. They con- 
trol untold millions, not only through 
their fat profits but through the in- 
fluencing of grants awarded by the 
government toward the researches that 
help sales. 


A glaring case of that is the scandal 
surrounding the disclosures that Doctor

A high executive in the 
Parke-Davis Company, contributor to 
Doctor Welch of about $100,000 for his 
publications, praised the ex-government 
worker and appeared completely oblivi- 
ous to any inkling that something might 
be wrong about their transactions. 


A New Entry 


A new entry in the cancer fund- 
raising field is The Eleanor Roosevelt 
Cancer Fund. A perusal of the litera- 
ture announcing the organization of this 
project discloses that it is devoted to 
the same time-worn exhortations to con- 
tribute to stamping out the cancer 
scourge. 

The “kickoff” was a television show 
in which some of the highest priced 
talent in the world contributed their 
appearances between “commercials” on 
the danger of cancer, now striking one 
in four. The “show” struck a low note 
in cheap begging and scare tactics to 
get the public to donate for more re- 
search. 

What has happened to the untold 
millions already poured out by a gen- 
erous public? 

What have the thousands and thou- 
sands of research workers accomplished 
in the huge laboratories, after sacri- 
ficing millions of. laboratory animals, 
peering at millions of biopsies in their 
microscopes after seeing millions of 
people perish of cancer, and publishing 
countless papers that re-hash the same 
old dreary ideas that somehow lead no- 
where? 

What about the thousands of public- 
ity releases from the cancer organiza- 
tions, glibly heralding the discovery of 
a new “clue” to cancer that somehow 
never leads to the final solution? 


One comprehensive and all inclusive 
solution of the cancer problem may 
never come, a forthright scientist ob- 
served not long ago. Cancer is not a 
single disease but a disease complex, 
according to Doctor Gruner. This was 
also the view of Professor Freund who 
devoted himself with commendable re- 
sults to the more modest goal of con- 
trolling the disease. 


A Symbol 


Cancer is a word which has become 
a symbol of something terrifying, ac- 





cording to Dr. George W. Crile, Jr, 
He decries the value of cancer tests and 
asserts that the disease is not as pain. 
ful nor as terrible as depicted. All can. 
cers are not the same, Doctor Crile as. 
serts. Many are comparatively trivial 
and harmless and can be left alone 
without too much danger. 


Cancer in the aged should not be too 
much cause for alarm because their 
metabolic processes are slow and there. 
fore their cancers develop slowly. Can. 
cer in the young, however, is serious 
because their metabolic processes are 
swift and cancer grows very rapidly as 
a consequence. 

Cancer is increasing in the very 
young; cancer of the thyroid in children 
is high in incidence among_ those 
X-rayed for sinus and mastoid disturb- 
ances. Leukemia in children is increas- 
ing faster than any other disease. Still 
the preventive measures that Doctor 
Hueper so earnestly advocates are neg- 
lected, primarily because big business 
interests are averse to abandoning the 
use of carcinogenic chemicals. 

Where will it all end? Your guess is 
as good as mine, but if even a minority 
of people are alerted to the truth about 
national health it is praiseworthy. Pres- 
ent indications show that many people 
are now being alerted to the frauds be- 
ing perpetrated in the name of healing. 
Publishers and magazines who once re- 
fused to become involved with contro- 
versial themes are now informing the 
public through realistic and frank dis- 
closures. 

The most recent expose of medical 
tactics is Its Cheaper to Die, by Albert 
Mitcherfelder, a Scripps-Howard report- 
er, who gets down to brass tacks about 
the manner in which doctors nullify the 
value of health insurance and have be- 
come little more than drug peddlers for 
the pharmaceutical companies. The Sat- 
urday Review of Literature, through the 
writings of John Lear, has been throw- 
ing a searchlight on the scandalous 
role of Dr. Welch, as already men- 
tioned. 

Only by keeping the public well in- 
formed can the propaganda and mis- 
leading information disseminated by 
the so-called “authorities” be dispelled. 
In recent years, the glamour and blind 
respect which cloaked our doctors has 
evaporated, to show the cold, grasping 
businessman that so many of them are. 
The medical profession is declining in 
esteem; the medical schools are now 
begging for students and beginning to 
shorten their courses. 

These trends are encouraging to 
those who have been appalled by many 
of the evils connected with medical re- 
search and treatment. The truth is ap- 
pearing more and more often, not only 
in regard to cancer, but in all matters 
relating to the health of the public “**

T CAN BE SAID OF Mr. Lincoln, “He 

was a man of massive integrity.” He 
was repeatedy given the opportunity to 
seek out the best in his fellow man. For 
instance, there was the time a soldier 
had fallen asleep at his post of duty. 
A desperate plea was entered for his 
pardon. After much thought Mr. Lin- 
coln signed the pardon, saying, “If I 
err I am at least doing it in the right 
direction.” 

Another time, when walking out of 
his office, he noticed a mother running 
her fingers down the list of casualties 
for the day. With a trembling voice 
she turned to her daughter and said, 
“Thank God! My son’s name isn’t in 
that list.” Mr. Lincoln rested his big 
heavy hand on the mother’s shoulder 
and said, “Mother, I am glad for you 
but remember every name there is some 
mother’s boy.” 

Since all sons should constitute a 
peculiar and powerful interest to their 
parents, it would be well to remember 
that every man behind bars is some 
mother’s son. 

There are morale-sapping effects in 
any state of incarceration. The present 
prison-type cure for crime often works 
opposite to the desired results. The 
fear-creating method is roundly dis- 
liked by all prisoners. 


Leaders should know [many of them 
do] that the shaking off of fears and 
attaining a freedom from them has an 
intoxicating effect that can be much 
more wholesome than harmful. This 
process generates courage, without 
which no victory worth recording can 
be won. Courage speeds the blood in 
human veins. In the final analysis 
courage does not leave the results to 
chance, but rather makes man equal 
to whatever may happen. Courage 
builds a deep reservoir of understand- 
ing on the shores of the unseen river 
of God’s love. 

It is the lack of awareness toward 
this unseen river which makes men in 
prisons a strange set of souls. They 
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live in a dull, dual way; all of them 
in two worlds, the physical and the 
spiritual. The physical world is fairly 
well cared for while the spiritual coun- 
terpart is too often left to starve and 
die. 

I found, in living with such men that 
meaning seemed completely drained out 
of their lives. At such times I would 
turn and commune with God _ until 
steadiness of soul was regained and 
meaning to my own life was restored. 


There is a cliquishness in prisons 
which is as common there .as it is in 
most areas of society. Although strict- 
ly forbidden by the rules of the insti- 
tution, it is camouflaged by friendly 
games such as checkers and other per- 
mitted diversions. Men watching for 
any approaching officer (assuming an 
officer might be unfriendly) are usual- 
ly permitted special favors by the rest 
of the so-called, for short, “gang.” 


In their gang-gathering method they 
listen to one another with a disgusting, 
yet always wild, wonderment. There 
are others who quiver under the least 
threat to their souls. They shake and 
tremble in the smug spiritual smog. 
For these the vulgar things are worn 
threadbare. They find themselves 
gripped with a very real desire to sta- 
tion their souls face to face with God.

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The Place for 
Christian Nationals

E COME NOW, IN THIS SERIES, to the 
unaccustomed role which the Na- 
tional Christian finds himself suddenly 
called upon to fill. 
Where does all this rash of anti-white, 
anti-western sentiment place him? 
What new responsibility, for example, 
does the Christian Oriental bear to the 
Orient? 
Any thinking person will surely doubt 
the validity of the claim, “The Orient 
for the Oriental ... all by himself,”

just as he would attribute to stupidity 
the coining of such a phrase as “Amer- 
ica for the Americans ... all by them- 
selves.” Any nation that exists for its 
own, only, simply isn’t going to exist. 
At least not for long. 

As someone said, “We have always 
known selfishness to be bad manners. 
But now we know it as bad economics.” 
The inference drawn is fairly obvious. 
A selfish nation cannot survive! 

But, for the sake of yielding for the 
moment, let’s admit, “The Oriental FOR 
the Orient ... all by himself.” Let’s 
suppose the Occidental has nothing to 
contribute. Where does this lead in the 
field of world missions? To but one 
conclusion! The Christian Oriental to 
the Orient ... all by himself, in his 
efforts to fulfil the Great Commission. 

This is an issue every Christian Na- 
tional must face up to. And in so doing 
it could help project him into his shin- 
ing hour. The temporary rise of ex- 
uberant nationalism could be the very 
lever of God to pry National Believers 
into a long-vacated niche and rocket 
missions into its Great Leap Forward. 


Too long has the average Oriental 
(and African) regarded the evangeliza- 
tion of his continent, and world mis- 
sions in general, as an Occidental mat- 
ter. Too long has the black man regard- 
ed the Gospel as the white man’s cult. 
Too long have they both regarded the 
prosecution of the Lord’s last command 
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as none of their affair. This notion has 
got to go! 

At first glance it is hard to accept the 
fact that large foreign Christian constit- 
uencies have yet to discover the truth 
that Matthew 28:19, 20, includes them- 
selves. Take Korea for example. Here 
we find the largest body of believers in 
any Oriental country. Korea has a 
church graduating the fourth highest 
number of seminary students of any 
country in the world. Yet, you can 
count on the fingers on one hand the 
foreign missionaries the Korean church 
has sent to the regions beyond in the 
last decade. 

Fifty years ago, however, the Korean 
church was missionary minded. And 
fifty years ago the church had one 
thousand five hundred book titles on its 
library shelves. Today there are around 
fifty! And the introversion has resulted 
in the Korean Church of Korea being 
rent with schism. 


Incident 

Perhaps the following incident will 
indicate where the trouble lies. A 
wealthy churchman in Seoul was pressed 
with the matter of world missions. He 
shrugged it off with, “That’s the Amer- 
ican’s job. Let them do it.” 

Extreme? Perhaps, but it is clear-cut 
evidence of the need for a revamping 
of the “Orient for the Oriental” credo, 
to “The Oriental to the Orient.” And 
there will probably be no significant 
leap forward in missions without it. 


In the recent past, two young Jap- 
anese left their home Islands to go as 
missionaries to Okinawa. It made in- 
ternational headlines, but it should not 
have. Such an occurrence should be 
old hat. It should happen often. 
Wouldn’t God expect the Japanese 
church to contribute more than this to 
world evangelism? 

The Japanese are, in many respects, 
the most wonderful, amazing people on 
earth. In war, they were able to mobil- 
ize men, women and children and they 
launched an effort from their tiny is- 
land empire that conquered most of 


the Orient. Within six months Japan 
wrested twenty million square miles of 
the Pacific world from the so-called 
great powers. And yet, these incredible, 
wonderful, capable people are doing 
next to nothing in missions. But, some. 
one objects, Christians in Japan are 
only a minority group. To this, there is 
but one reply ... “so were the original 
120.” 


A Potent Factor 


The overseas Chinese could be a 
potent factor in missions. Already, they 
are fanned out across the Pacific area, 
25 million strong. Among them are lit. 
erally tens of thousands of Christians, 
the majority aggressive and hardwork- 
ing. And not a few are successful in 
business and prominent in affairs. Here 
again, however, is that overshadowing 
element of error which attributes to 
Americans some strange sort of mo- 
nopoly in missions. It is woven into the 
very warp and woof of their thought 
processes. 

We cannot forget how this was ex- 
ampled by a certain Chinese woman in 
the Orient. Both she and her husband 
were Christians in their adopted land. 
Quite wealthy ones, we learned. Yet, 
at the close of a Sunday morning ser- 
vice, held in a borrowed school room, 
we were approached and a request was 
made by this prominent lady that we 
present the need of a church to the 
radio listeners back in the United States. 
The desire was that Christians in Amer- 
ica should contribute foreign mission- 
ary dollars to build them a church, dol- 
lars well within their own power to give. 
In their thinking, it was the thing to do! 


Not that the foreign national Chris- 
tians are to be censured for this atti- 
tude. We missionaries must assume 
most of the blame for the philosophy 
which has produced such an anemic 
spiritual and mental posture. It is only 
in recent times that the average foreign 
missionary among us has ventured to 
champion the indigenous principle for 
the foreign church. And even now many 
think of it as too idealistic for the im- 
mediate. Some day, perhaps, it might 
become a reality. 


We speak as if self-support and self- 
government were desired ends in them- 
selves! The “Indigenous church” is 
often referred to, by missionary lead- 
ers, as the goal. Heaven prevent! Any- 
thing that terminates on “self” falls 
far short of approximating the spirit 
and scope of the Great Commission. 
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This century’s great need is not merely 
an “autonomous, indigenous native 
church” but an out-going, world evan- 
gelizing native church. The cry is not 
for more “mission churches” but more 
“missionary churches.” A glorious, new 
day will dawn for the whole world when 
the Christian national, in each land, be- 
comes aware that Mark 16:15 includes 
him too, and then sets out to obey. 
Try to imagine how great would be 
the psychological impact upon the peo- 
ple of India, for example, should a 
sizable contingent of Japanese mission- 
aries commence carrying the messages 
of Christ to the sub-Continent’s four 
hundred millions of Hindus and Mus- 
lims. Or Korean, or Chinese or Fili- 
pino missionaries! The effect would be 
sensational in India, or in any other 
land where Christianity has long, and 
erroneously, been regarded as merely 
an Occidental religion. . . a white man’s 


faith. 


Justification 

There is a great deal of justification, 
in millions of foreign minds, for hold- 
ing to the error that Christianity orig- 
inated with the white race. I have no 
statistical data to buttress the following 
statement, but I do have a broad basis 
of observation and survey in many 
lands around the world. Until somebody 
comes up with an accurate figure, I 
would hazard the guess that 90 per cent 
of the people who can be pegged as 
“foreign missionaries” are Occidentals. 

Is it any wonder Orientals and Afri- 
cans are utterly unaware that Chris- 
tianity was originally an Eastern Re- 
ligion. (They know not that if Chris- 
tianity belongs to any race, in a dis- 
tinctive sense, it belongs to those of 
darker skin. And the responsibilities 
of its propagation, too.) They need 
only to learn the answers to the ques- 
tions, “Where was its origin? Who were 
its first propagators?” 

They need to be reminded that, ra- 
cially speaking, the Faith is more Ori- 
ental than Occidental. Yet where are 
the Oriental missionaries? Millions of 
Africans, for instance, have never even 
looked upon the characteristic beauty 
of an Oriental face. And conversely. 
There is more than just speculation in 
favor of the view that a black man 
helped Christ carry His cross to Gol- 
gotha. But where today, in the Near 
East, Far East or Middle East can mem- 
bers of the strong Negro race be found 
bearing the Cross? 

It will doubtless come as a surprise 
to both the African and Oriental be- 
lievers to learn that when Christ issued 
His world-evangelism orders, the’ Celts 
and Saxons were still cannibals. There 
18 no evidence that the church was even 
founded in Britain until four hundred

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years after the Great Commission was 
given. When Caesar landed at Deal. 
England, he found a race of skin-clothed 
savages. 

So then, it surely goes without say- 
ing that the first missionaries were not 
Anglo-Saxon, and the sooner this fact 
is impressed upon Christian brethren 
in all foreign lands, the nearer in sight 
will be the Great Leap Forward as out- 
lined, comprehended and anticipated 
within the world objective. 

Emphatically, the delegated task of 
making Christian disciples of all na- 
tions does not read, “Go ye Ameri- 
cans, British and Canadians.” These 
areas of the world, and their people 
were unknown at the time. No one 
can deny the Great Commission was 
first given to men of darker skin. 


Admittedly, this will take some of 
the paternal pride out of Occidental 
missionary movement, and from the 
white missionaries who fancy, “We are 
the ones. . . and wisdom will die with 
us.” But it is still true that this is the 
vision which must motivate every Chris- 
tian regardless of race or color. And for 
its realization every one among us 
should have enough spiritual foresight 
to pray until it comes into being. 


Doing More 

Not that any Western disciple is try- 
ing to evade responsibility. He ought 
to be doing a great deal more than he is. 
It is only that it is not the exclusive 
prerogative of the Caucasian to extend 
Christ’s kingdom to the “regions be- 
yond.” No one has exemption and no 
one has prior claim. The task belongs 
to all. Christ is the Saviour of every 
race, kindred, tribe and nation and 
where there is equality of privilege 
there is also equality of responsibility. 

Caution should be exercised right at 
this point of the discussion, lest the 
pendulum swings to the other extreme. 
This is already the case in some quar- 
ters. A pull-out of white missionaries 
is being recommended on the premise 
that all missionary work should be 
transferred to local Nationals. Obvious- 
ly, this is sheer folly! If the same rea- 
soning were applied universally, what 
of world evangelism? The foreign Na- 
tional, himself, would be limited to ac- 
tivities within his own borders — a clear 
violation of the letter and the spirit 
of Christ’s command. 

No, the time will never come when 
the Great Commission will be invalid 
to the missionary from America, or 
from any other country. As long as the 
Great Commission is in force which is 
“until He comes,” an American Chris- 
tian is as duty bound to missions as 
any other National. Right now there is 
a desperate need for tens of thousands 
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of missionaries from the Western World 
who will fan out across the earth with 
the Gospel. To areas of the world, 
staffed by one missionary, we ought 
to send ten. Where there are tens, there 
should be hundreds. and where there 
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are already hundreds we should send 
thousands. The 25,000 missionaries 
maintained throughout the earth by 
the combined Protestant forces in 
America, should be boosted to a figure 
many times over. 





Sledge-hammer Impact 


THE PENTAGON CASE. 


By Col. Victor J. Fox. Freedom Press, 
248 pp., cloth bound, $3.95, art covers, 
$2.00. 


T WAS INEVITABLE that some day an 

important novel would be written 
about the anti-Anti-Communists. Col. 
Victor J. Fox (pseudonym), in The 
Pentagon Case, has authored a book 
which hits the ordinary reader with 
sledge-hammer impact. 

As a work of fiction it is a suspense- 
ful thriller. As a revelation of what can 
happen to a patriotic American when 
he begins to stir up the putrid under- 
ground of pro-Sovietism in Washington, 
it is a memorable addition to the lit- 
erature of anti-Communism. 

The author takes as his central char- 
acter a retired Marine Corps Colonel 
who accepts a job in the Pentagon 
without an inkling that he would soon 
be caught up in a web of intrigue and 
personal danger. 

Almost by accident, he happened up- 
on the staggering fact that someone in 
the Pentagon, and in a high position, 
was deliberately working to _ bring 
America’s armed forces into public con- 
tempt. In his schemes, the plotter was 
persuading top Defense Department fig- 
ures to give him unwitting aid. As he 
delved into the situation, the Colonel 
found that the ramifications of the pro- 
Soviet ring reached into half a dozen 
parallel fields of information. It was 
threatening to stymie the whole nation- 
al program of re-enlistment. 

The eye-opening pages of the book 
relate the malevolent punishment which 
was meted out’ to him by his Pentagon 
chiefs when he attempted to alert them 
to the facts. 

Immediately, he became a “contro- 
versial figure” who had to be gotten 
out of the Pentagon in rush haste. With 
quick footwork, by presenting his facts 
to the Senate Internal Security Com- 
mittee, the unhappy investigator fore- 
stalled the first attempt to silence him. 
The next move of the husher-uppers was 
to attempt to bury him in an insane 
asylum. The loyalty of his brother and 
wife stopped this. 


The horrifying thing was that the 
Pentagon politicians who lent them. 
selves to these reprisals were not radi- 
cals nor Soviet sympathizers. They were 
decent conservative businessmen who 
felt the irrepressible Colonel wasn't 
a team man. When the chips were down, 
it seemed more important to them to 
save the face of some “biggie” in the 
Pentagon than to impose security safe: 
guards. 

It was the same situation which must 
have confronted Secretary Robert T. 
Stevens a few years ago when McCarthy 
uncovered the infamous Peress case. 
The bureaucratic mind accepts some 
pretty shabby compromises when it 
finds itself face to face with hard moral 
decisions. 

If there is any weakness in the book, 
it is its inconclusive final chapter. 

Those of us who have been in a 
fight against Communism know pain- 
fully that the publicity boycott agains 
anti-Communism by the national press 
and magazines does not suddenly flick- 
er out. In life, the unfortunate Colo- 
nel would have gone out of the Pen- 
tagon to the accompaniment of smear- 
ing and ridicule by most of the coun- 
try’s writers and editors. 

But the book is so generally good that 
the author can be forgiven his uncon- 
vincing finale. 

Politically-wise readers will recognize 
many familiar figures in the Wash-| 
ington scene which he describes. It is} 
a frightening book for awakened Amer-[7 
icans. It shows the levels of stupidity) 
and smugness which Communism ex- 
ploits in its unceasing effort to subvert 
America. 

The silence with which “Liberal” re 
viewers have greeted the book has been 


' deafening. 


Colonel Fox has written a needed 
volume. American anti-Communist 
should assign themselves the task 
seeing that it gets into the hands of the 
mass public.

the capitol of every country on the face 
of the earth.” At the recent Moscow 
Conference, he and the representative 
of Mao Tse-tung discussed how to make 
this dream a reality. 


The angry shout of Mr. Khrushchev 
at the United States that “we will bury 
you” was not the foolish babbling of an 
outraged man. It was the expression of 
a design already in the making. Can 
we not see that while Khrushchev makes 
peace gestures to Mr. Kennedy, at the 
same time his agents are fanning the 
flames of revolt in Algeria, Laos, Latin 
and Central America, France, Germany 
and the Belgian Congo?

THE LORD OF LIFE AND DEATH 





KEY WORD: Life 

The Scripture for today’s lesson covers 
two long chapters of the Gospel of John. 
From ninety-nine rich verses we can 
select only a few thoughts for com- 
ment. 

The word Life is intriguing. The 
whole of Scripture is monopolized by 
it and its antithesis, Death. From the 
“tree of life in the midst of the garden” 
and the warning “thou shalt surely die” 
if you eat the poisonous fruit of the 
“tree of knowledge of good and evil,” 
to the description of the “river of wa- 
ter of life” beside which grows the “tree 
or life which is in the Paradise of God,” 
the Bible is a record of the life which 
leads to death, and a death which 
opened the way back to life eternal. 


But what is Life? It is the greatest 
of all mysteries. Man is unable to solve 
either its beginning or its end. It was 
given to Man by the Creator, when 
He “formed man of the dust of the 
ground, and breathed into his nostrils 
the breath of life; and man became a 
living soul.” (Genesis 2:7) In spite of 
all theories of scientific and philosophi- 
cal minds, this is the only logical ex- 
planation. God created Life! 

And what is Death? Since that day in 
Eden, when the ultimatum of God fell 
upon the stricken heart of our first par- 
ents — “Dust thou art, and unto dust 
shalt thou return,” (Genesis 3:19) — 
man has had an innate horror of death. 
This extends to the whole animal king- 
om, every member of which loves life 
and struggles to maintain and retain it. 
there seems to be an instinctive feel- 
ing that all life comes from union with 
God, for “He giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things... for in Him 
we live, and move, and have our being.” 
(Acts 17:25, 28.) 

Physical death is separation from 
God, who is life, and comes to every 
living creature. But only to man does 
eath also mean separation of the soul 
from God, with the loss of its original 
holiness... and, the penalty, extended 
from Adam to all his descendants, is 
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the second Death, from which there is 
no resurrection. (Revelation 20:13-14.) 


KEY VERSE: John 11:25 

“TI am the resurrection, and the life: 
he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live: and whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never 
die.” 

“For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive. . . . For 
since by man came death, by man came 
also the resurrection of the dead.” (I 
Corinthians 15:21-22) “God, sending 
his own Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in 
the flesh,” (Romans 8:3) and provided 
a way of escape from the penalty. Jesus 
proclaimed, “I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly,” (John 10:10), and 
“T give unto them eternal life; and they 
shall never perish.” (John 10:28.) 

The great I AM’s of Jesus prove His 
power over life. Physical life requires 
food and water, but spiritual needs 
must also be supplied. He asserts, “I 
AM the living water — I AM the bread 
of life.” Partake, live and grow “unto 
a perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.” (Ephes- 
ians 4:13.) 

Are you lost in the confusing maze 
of life? Hear His voice, “I AM the 
way, the truth, and the life. No man 
cometh unto the Father but by me.”... 
“T AM the door . . . go in and out, and 
find pasture.” (John 14:6, 10:9) He 
is an unfaltering Guide. 

Is the night dark with no gleam to 
show the way? Then call on Him who 
claims, “I AM the light of the world. 
He that followeth me shall not walk in 
darkness, but shall have the light of 
life.” (John 8:12.) 

Are you all alone and feel that no 
one cares? Listen to Him saying, “I 
AM the good shepherd; the good shep- 
herd giveth his life for the sheep.” 
(John 10:11.) 

Do you feel that life has no purpose? 
Ah, but it has! Hear Him say, “I AM 
the vine, ye are the branches. He that 
abideth in me, and I in him, the same 
bringeth forth much fruit: for without 
me ye can do nothing . . . Herein is 
my Father glorified, that ye bear much 
fruit.” (John 15:5-8.) 

But what is the end of it all? Heark- 





en to His victorious proclamation, “I 
AM the resurrection, and the life: he 
that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live; and whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never 
die.” (John 11:25.) 

This last great I AM was spoken to 
Martha immediately before Jesus 
brought Lazarus back to life after four 
days of death. The final proof of His 
Sonship came three months later when 
He fulfilled His prediction, “I lay down 
my life, that I may take it again... 
I have power to lay it down and I have 
power to take it again . . . This com- 
mandment have I received of my Fa- 
ther.” (John 10:17-18) Death could not 
keep its prey, and with Paul we shout, 
“But now is Christ risen from the dead, 
and become the firstfruits of them that 
slept.” (I Corinthians 15:20) In that 
glorious resurrection day yet to be, 
“The dead in Christ shall rise first.” 
(I Thessalonians 4:16.) “In a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the 
last trump; for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incorrupt- 
ible, and we shall be changed . . . 
thanks be to God, which giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus Christ,” 
(I Corinthians 15:52, 57), who prom- 
ised, “Because I live, ye shall live also.” 
(John 14:19.) 


KEY FACT: Shall Never Die 

What does it mean to never die? Not 
physical death, of course, but that which 
is called the second death. (Revelation 
20:14.) 

In John 17:3, 24, Jesus, praying for 
His disciples, defines eternal life: “And 
this is life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent ... that 
they also (may) be with me where I am; 
that they may behold my glory, which 
thou hast given me.” 

Only through the eye of faith may 
we apprehend what eternity with Christ 
will be. The prophet Isaiah, peering 
down the ages through the lens of 
prophecy, caught a vision of its won- 
ders, “For since the beginning of the 
world men have not heard, nor per- 
ceived by the ear, neither hath the eye 
seen, O God, beside thee, what he 
hath prepared for him that waiteth for 
him. Thou meetest him that rejoiceth 
and worketh righteousness, those that 
remember thee in thy ways.” (Isaiah 
64:4-5.) 

The Apostle Paul adds, “For I reckon 
that the sufferings of this present time 
are not worthy to be compared with 
the glory which shall be revealed in 
us.” (Romans 8:18.) 

The final word comes through the 
Apostle John, as he sees the Holy City 
in indescribable grandeur, descending 
from God out of heaven. He tries, 
though, choosing the most beautiful 
things known to this world, to depict its 
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wonders. The final two chapters of Rev- 
elation are given over to “the things 
which God hath prepared for them that 
love Him.” 

No more sorrow, pain nor death. An 
entirely new heaven and earth with no 
more sin. “And they shall see his face, 





and his name shall be in their foreheads 
: and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God . . . and God 
shall wipe away all tears from their eyes 
...and there shall be no night there... 
for the Lord God giveth them light; and 


they shall reign for ever and ever.”

JESUS FACES THE CROSS 





KEY WORD: Greeks 


The stupendous miracle of the rais- 
ing of Lazarus increased the hatred of 
the Jews to such fury that Jesus was 
compelled to withdraw from Jerusalem 
and seek refuge in a small city at the 
edge of the wilderness. 

The chief priests and Pharisees called 
a meeting of the Council to determine 
what steps to take, fearing, so they said. 
that His popularity would be interpreted 
by the Roman power as leading to re- 
bellion, which might destroy both their 
religion and the whole nation. 

Caiaphas, the high priest, sneered at 
their ideas. He had the solution and, in 
projecting it unintentionally, predicted 
the true meaning of the death of Jesus. 
While advising what he thought was a 
smart political move, he said, “It is 
expedient for us, that one man should 
die for the people, and that the whole 
nation perish not.” 

So intense was their hatred that even 
innocent Lazarus was included in the 
murder plot because of the upsurge of 
excitement resulting from this miracle. 

Six days before the Passover, Jesus 
came to Bethany, where Mary’s beauti- 
ful act of worship took place. The fol- 
lowing day He made His Triumphal 
Entry into Jerusalem, fulfilling the 
prophecy of Zechariah 9:9. Pausing 
for a moment before entering Jerusalem, 
Jesus wept over the city because it had 
refused the “things which belong unto 
peace.” He predicted the fate which the 
rulers planned to avert by crucifying 
Him, and which did occur forty years 
later. (Luke 19:41-44.) 

As the multitude shouted, “Blessed 
is the kingdom that cometh, the king- 
dom of our father David,” (Mark 11:9, 
ASV) the fear and anger of the Phar- 
isees mounted. They begged Jesus to 
silence them, but He replied that if He 
did, the very stones would shout Ho- 
sannas. The Pharisees said, “Behold, 
the world is gone after him.” 

Then certain Greeks, evidently prose- 
lytes to Judaism, came to Phillip, say- 
ing, “Sir, we would see Jesus,” voicing 
the greatest ambition any human soul 
could ever desire. They were true seek- 
ers after God, and Jesus, recognizing 


- equality with God a thing to be grasped, 


them as such, was deeply stirred. It is 
still possible to see Jesus. We behold 
Him in the Old Testament types, sym. 
bols and prophecies. The New Testa. 
ment reveals Him in human flesh, the 
Son of Man and the Son of God, the 
Atonement for sin and the resurrected 
Saviour. In it He becomes our High 
Priest, as well as our Advocate, and 
finally King of kings and Lord of lords 
and the destroyer of Satan. Would 
you see Jesus? Just look! 


KEY VERSE: John 12:27 


“Now is my soul troubled; and what 
shall I say? Father, save me from this 
hour: but for this cause came I unto 
this hour.” 

This appeal of the Lord carried the 
same significance as His prayer in 
Gethsemane, “Father, if it be possible, 
let this cup pass from me.” But this 
prayer did not come, as some may 
think, from a natural shrinking from 
the horrible physical and mental suf- 
fering, from the shameful mock trials, 
the thorns, the beatings, the maledic- 
tions or the crucifixion. 

Awful as these things were, they did 
not carry the full weight of His suf- 
fering. It was the knowledge that He, 
who knew no sin — the one pure being, 
the very Son of God Himself — must be 
come SIN, so horrible and _ repulsive, 
that even His Father could not bear the 
sight, but would turn away from the 
anguished cry, “My God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” Even the light of the 
sun fled into a horror of darkness when 
He became SIN to redeem us. 

The sacred record testifies that 
through his death He would “destroy 
him that had the power of death, that 
is, the devil.” (Hebrews 2:14) Indeed, 
this hour was the center of the whole 
scheme of redemption which had been 
planned even “before the foundation of 
the world.” (I Peter 1:19-20.) 


“For this cause came I unto this 
hour.” According to the Apostle Paul, 
long before the earth was called into 
existence, Christ Jesus, then in the form 
of God, did not consider being on an 


but was willing to come to earth in the 
likeness of men, to humble himself and 
become obedient to the Father even to 
death on the cross. (Philippians 2:6-8.) 


The reason for this is explained 
Hebrews 2:17, “Wherefore in all things 
it behoved him to be made like unto 
his brethren, that he might be a mercer 
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ful and faithful high priest in things 
pertaining to God, to make reconcilia- 
tion for the sins of the people. For in 
that he himself hath suffered, being 
tempted, he is able to succour them that 
are tempted.” 

That hour, terrible as it was, He en- 
dured that we might have hope of life 
eternal. “Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree, that 
we, being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye are 


healed.” (I Peter 2:24.) 


KEY FACT: The Victory Is Ours 
Through Christ 

“Now is the judgment of this world: 
now shall the prince of this world be 
cast out... and I ... will draw all men 
unto me.” (John 12:31-32.) 


The approaching climax would deter- 
mine the future of the world and the 
enthronement of its ruler, whether 
Christ, its rightful king, or Satan, the 
usurper. But the Lord said, “Now is 
the judgment ... now shall the prince 
of this world be cast out.” The vic- 
tory was won, the judgment was given, 
the sentence will be executed when the 
rightful king comes to claim His pos- 
session. Then the usurper will be thrown 
into the fiery pit, never to regain his 
freedom. (Revelation 20:10.) 

The coming of the Greeks was a clim- 
actic event. According to the prophets, 
the Jews would completely reject the 


Christ, but “the Gentiles shall come to 
thy light.” (Isaiah 60:3) Up to that 
moment Jesus had asserted that His 
time had not yet come, but now He 
proclaims the hour has arrived. He shall 
be lifted up and in that act draw all 
men to Himself, thus glorifying the 
Father and being glorified by Him. 


The Father answered, but those 
around, failing to understand, thought 
it thundered. They asked, “We have 
heard out of the law that Christ abideth 
forever: and how sayest thou the Son 
of man must be lifted up? Who is this 
Son of man?” 


But Jesus held the Cross before the 
Greeks. It is not teaching or preaching 
about the Cross that will draw men to 
Him, but the Cross itself. Neither is 
it His own teaching, nor His example 
of living which glorify Him, but the 
Cross itself. “In the Cross of Christ I 
glory, Towering o’er the wrecks of 
time; All the light of sacred story, 
Gathers round its Head sublime.” It is 
the pivot upon which the universe 
hangs, the whole center and circumfer- 
ence of the plan of God for man. Be- 
cause He was lifted up we have “hope 
of eternal life, which God, that can- 
not lie, promised before the world be- 
gan.”

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A NEW COMMANDMENT

KEY WORD: New 

During the four millenniums since 
the Fall, God had patiently dealt with 
men, seeking to win them back to Him- 
self. But since “the heart is deceitful 
above all things, and desperately 
wicked,” He succeeded with only a few. 

God knows but one solution to the 
problem of the wicked heart — a com- 
pletely new heart — and this would be 
possible eventually, for He promised, 
“A new heart also will I give you, and 
a new spirit will I put within you.” 
(Ezekiel 36:26.) 

The Law, although fundamentally 
based on love, did not create that new 
heart, for while God had a purpose in 
allowing revenge among His people, the 
very suggestion of “an eye for an eye, 
a life for a life” is the antithesis of love. 
Love and hate can no more dwell to- 
gether than can light and darkness. Yet, 
to preserve the Word and the people of 

od from extinction, the Law must be 
strict and its ordinances harsh. Then, 
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through its discipline, when “the ful- 
ness of the time was come,” He could 
develop His scheme of redemption by 
means of His Son, Christ Jesus, by 
whom would come “the new birth.” 
The new birth results in a new heart 
and a new spirit and, “as Christ was 
raised up from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life.” (Romans 6:4) 
Therefore, “if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are 
become new.” (II Corinthians 5:17.) 
The Law, as given to Moses, con- 
sisted of only two commandments — 
love your God and love your fellow- 
men. “On these two commandments,” 
said Jesus, “hang all the law and the 
prophets.” (Matthew 22:40.) 


KEY VERSE: John 13:34 


“A new commandment I give unto 
you, that ye love one another; as I 
have loved you, that ye also love one 
another.” 

Not only did the Law of the Old 
Testament teach man’s duty to love both 
God and fellow men, but it stressed the 
love of God for mankind through His 
concern for his welfare, which is at- 
tained only by obedience to His law. 
“For it is not a vain thing for you; 
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because it is your life: and through 
this thing ye shall prolong your days.” 
(Deuteronomy 32:47.) 

Jesus has epitomized that love in His 
rendition of the heart of the Torah: 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind, and with all thy 
strength: this is the first commandment. 
And the second is like, namely this, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self.” 

Can anyone think of any situation 
of human relationship which these two 
precepts would not cover? Sincere ap- 
plication of this principle of love would 
truly result in the Millennium! 

The six days of the Passion Week 
were filled with momentous teaching, 
controversy and tension. On the first 
day of the Passover, a large room was 
borrowed and the supper prepared, and 
here the Lord and His disciples sat 
down to eat. Knowing this would be 
their last meal together before He, 
as the true Paschal Lamb, would be 
slain to atone for the sins of the world, 





to love as He does? Only when His 
Spirit takes control. Then “the things 
of the world grow strangely dim, In the 
light of His glory and grace.” 


KEY FACT: “By this shall all men 
know ye are my disciples.” 

The Apostle Paul later wrote to some 
Christians: “Ye are our epistle written 
in our hearts, known and read of all 
men ... written not with ink, but with 
the Spirit of the living God; not in 





tables of stone, but in fleshy tables of 
the heart.” (II Corinthians 3:2-3) The 
Christian’s life is the only Bible some 
people read. Can they see Him in us? 


The new heart and new spirit, pre. 
dicted by Isaiah, comes from God when 
by the new birth one becomes a new 
creature. The old life of sin disappears 
and the Holy Spirit, working in the 
new life, transforms it into a thing of 
glory. Love, unknown before, now 
shines out of the eyes and changes the 





countenance. Where there was hatred 
he, like St. Francis, now sows love, 
He seeks not to be loved but to love.

He proceeded with last minute instruc- 
tions which occupied the time until they 
arrived, at nearly midnight, in the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane. 

The disciples, tense and fearful, be- 
gan quarreling as to their rightful place 
at the table. Judas slid into the place of 
honor at one side of Jesus with John 
on His other side. Through performing 
the work of a servant in washing their 
feet, He taught the great need for hu- 
mility of spirit, that true greatness lies 
in humble love and service. 


So deeply did the lessons of this 
night impress themselves upon John 
that he later became known as “The 
Apostle of Love.” His Gospel and three 
epistles bear proof of this. 


Peter, the impetuous, refused the 
service of Jesus, then reversed himself 
and begged Him to wash not only feet, 
but hands and head! The reply of the 
Lord indicates that once a person is 
cleansed through faith in and obedience 
to Christ, he is a new creature, forgiven 
and regenerated, and needs only daily 
cleansing through repentance and pray- 
er from the stains accumulated in his 


walk through this world. (I John 1:9.) 


A new commandment? Yes, though 
also an old commandment renewed and 
illustrated by acts of Divine love and 
service! Is it possible for mere man

How do people know we are disciples 
of Jesus? Is it by our love for those 
who love us and Him? There are other 
proofs of love. One is shown in our 
attitudes of faithfulness in attendance 
at church services, in how we treat 
others in the business world and how 
we do our own work there. Are we 
honest, or are we out for what we can 
get regardless of the rights of others? 
Do we uplift Christ and serve Him 
above our own feelings? Perhaps we 
try to serve Him, but refuse to do it 
His way?

KEY WORD: Peace 


There was little peace in the upper 
room that night, except in the heart of 
the Prince of Peace. The quarrel, the 
rebuke of Jesus in His stressing the 
need of humility, the institution of the 
Lord’s Supper with its deep spiritual 
implications, had all contributed to in- 
creased tension, and the departure of 
Judas on his traitorous mission had not 
lessened it. 

Now the Passover meal was ended 
and the disciples settled down to listen 
to the inspired words pouring from 
the Master’s lips. “Let not your heart 
be troubled.” But how could such a 
feeling be prevented when for months 
they had felt the ominous portents in 
the glance of hatred, the seething fury 
and the bitter maledictions of the Jew- 
ish leaders? Their very souls had been 
seared as they recognized, but could not 
fully realize, the murderous intention 


of these blind guides of the blind. 


Had they completely trusted Him and 
comprehended His purpose, there would 
have been solace for their troubled 
hearts. But alas! Even they, His closest 
friends, must wait until the coming of 
the Comforter to know His peace, His 
joy, His comfort and the remembrance 
of all His teachings and works. Then 
understanding would follow, and they 
would become His faithful witnesses to 
the world. 

The peace of Jesus Christ is differ- 
ent from the peace the world craves. His 
peace banishes fear and worry. It in- 
stills a calm serenity in the face of 
trouble, like that of Jesus before the 
high priest, Herod and Pilate. The 
peace which the world desires is free- 
dom from war and its attendant de- 
struction and suffering; a sense of se- 
curity from want and fear through 
money and power. But such a peace 
cannot lift the burden from a troubled 
heart nor relieve the suffering of a sin- 
sick soul. Jesus alone is able to give 
peace, “not as the world giveth ... Let 
not your heart be troubled, neither let it 
be afraid These things have I 
spoken unto you, that my joy may be 
in you, and that your joy might be 


full.” (John 14:27; 15:11.) 


KEY VERSE: John 14:18. “I will not 
leave you comfortless: | will come 
to you.”’ 

The fourteenth chapter of the Gospel 
of John is probably the favorite New 
Testament chapter of the majority of 
Christians, due to its promise of peace 
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for troubled hearts and of an eternal 
home “in my Father’s house.” 


The Greek rendition of this verse is, 
“T will not leave you orphans.” A short 
time prior Jesus had addressed the dis- 
ciples as “little children,” and had dis- 
cussed with them His imminent de- 
parture, which in effect, would leave 
them as orphans. (John 13:33-37) 
Now, like a thoughtful parent who rec- 
ognizes the uncertainty of life and 
makes provision for the future welfare 
of his little ones, Jesus provides for His 
disciples. “But the Comforter, which is 
the Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your re- 
membrance, whatsoever I have said un- 
to you... I go away, and come again 
unto you.” (John 14:26, 28.) 


During ten days, from the Ascension 
of Jesus to Pentecost, the orphaned dis- 
ciples, waiting for “the promise of the 
Father,” conducted a continuous pray- 
er service, until, on the Day of Pente- 
cost (Feast of the First Fruits) the 
Holy Spirit came, with mighty wind 
and tongues of flame, upon every per- 
son in the gathering, and by His pres- 
ence and power transformed them into 
new creatures in Christ. Peter, the cow- 
ardly, cringing, cursing Peter, became 
Peter the courageous, evangelist of the 
Cross; and all became His witnesses 
even to death as martyrs. These were 
the First Fruits of the Gospel — the 
seed of the Church! 


As the Holy Spirit endued those first 
disciples, so has He endued all disciples 
ever since, for He promised “ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Spirit. The 
promise is unto you, and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call.” 
(Acts 2:38-39.) 


Would you receive this precious 
Gift? Only as you are purified by the 
cleansing blood of Christ and are obe- 
dient to His commandments, can you be 
eligible. (John 14:21.) 


KEY FACT: The Holy Spirit Helps 
the Christian to Live a Godly Life. 


In many ways the Spirit demon- 
strates His power in the daily life of 
those who possess Him. He is a constant 
Teacher (John 14:26), Reprover and 
Guide, (John 16:8-15), Comforter 
(John 14:16), Fruitbearer (Galatians 
5:22-25) and Seal (Ephesians 1:13-14). 


He helps us pray and intercedes for 
us (Romans 8:26-27). His presence 
helps to overcome temptation (I Cor- 
inthians 6:19-20; 10:13; Ephesians 
6:11-18). 

By His help it is not impossible for 
every Christian to live a life of godli- 
ness, service, fruitfulness, witnessing to 
the power of the Cross and of victory 
over the hosts of wickedness.
